a. The Chinese Communists did not intervene in Korea voluntarily, but at 
the persuasion of the Soviets. At the time the Chinese felt confident 
they could drive the United Nations into the sea in threo to six mouths. 
They now sce no gain and their losses in men and material has been greater 
than what was needed to liberate all of China between July 1947 end 
December 1949, There are signs of dissatisfaction among the Chinese 
leaders.

bo When Macirthur invited the field commanders in Korea to talk peace the 
Chinese fearod United Nations raids over Uenchuria, They turned to the 
Soviets for air support to protect Uanchuria and to assist combat 
operations. The Soviets promised planes but were unwilling to permit 
Soviet pilots or those of other | nationalities except Chinese to fly 
them in combat with United Nations planes.“ The Chinese were unable 
to provide an adequate number of pilots for the new types of Sovict 
planes, 


c. Tie Chinese discussed these two points, realizing it was impossible to 
win without air support; moanwhile, the war appeared to be an endless __ 
drain on China, They concluded it was unwise to continue fighting before 
firmly ostablishing authority within China and seouring China's national 
defense. They decided to work out a solution with Soviet conourrence.
